regarded the doctor in question as 
the very foremost authority in his 
field and 1] have never ceased tc ad- 
mire him and his work, even thoug 
I do think he is quite wrong about 
the effect of chilling, and I think so 
in spite of the thousands of physi- 
cians who share that view.

Began Life as Peddler 
Tobacco and Left Fo 
tune Estimated Ove 
Sixty Millions. 


New York, January 8.—(/)—Be 
jamin N. Duke, who rose from a 
peddler of tobacco to help place bh 
family among the pioneers of bi 
business, died today in his upper Fift 
avenue mansion after a long illnes 
He was iu his seyenth-fourth year. 

Behind him he left a fortune esti 
mated at upward of 60,000,004 
founded on the profits of a souther 
country tobacco shop and expand 
by years of effort in railroads, bank 
ing. cotton, real estate and other hig 
scale enterprises. 

Was Philanthropist. 

Out of this fortune came huge phil 
anthropies which he never jermittec 
to be publicly listed, but of whicl 
000,000 was said to have been giy 
en to Trinity college. now Duke uni 
versity, at Durham, N. C., and Guil 
ford college, from which he was grad 
uated. 

Burial will take place at Durham 
where he maintained an estate. 
special train leaving Pennsylvania sta 
tion at 4 p. m. tomorrow will carry 
the body, accompanied ty members o 
the family and friends, to Durham 
where it will lie in state at Duk 
university from the time of its arrival 
about &:30 or 9 p. m, Thursday t 
11:30 a. m.. .when the funeral will 
take place at Memorial chapel. Mean- 
while arrangements were that the 
body would remain at a funeral par- 
lor here. There will be no service in 
New York. 

Suffers Bronchial Attack. 

Death came to Mr. Duke at 5:45 
o'clock this morning when he failed to 
rally after a bronchial aftack last 
night. As far back as 1915 he had 
suffered from nervous disorders, and 
more recently had been confined to 
his home. With him when he died 
were his wife, Mrs. Sarah Pearson 
Duke: bis daughter, Mrs. A. J. Drexel- 
Biddle, Jr.. and Mr. Biddle, and his 
clereyman, Dr. Ralph W. Sockman. 

The Duke family name became 
known throughout the world after 
Mr. Duke and his brother, the late 
James B. Duke, peddled to country 
merchants the product of their father’s 
business to save the enterprise from 
failure immediately after the civil 
war. At the time of the death of their 
father, Washington Duke, a factory 
had been established at Durham and 
the business was regarded as one of 
the country’s most prosperous tobacco 
factories. From this start the Duke 
fortune was made. 


GAVE $100,000

Mr. Duke's donation was the out- 
growth of a. chance conversation with 
a Macon barber’ in Miami several 
years ago, which was followed up by 
Dr. W. F. Quillian, president of the 
college, with, a trip.to New York and 
a personal interview. 

In the death of the millionaire eap- 
italist Wesleyan loses a_ valuable 
friend, it is ascertained. Dr. Quillian 
was out of the city tonight, but other 
officials gave it out that Mr. Duke 
had expressed keen interest in the af- 
fairs of the college. His connection 
with the institution was considered of 
particular value.

Trading fell off markedly, and the 
peak of the selling movement appear- 
ed to be past for the present. ‘Total 
sales. aggregated but 3,850,300 
shares, as compared to 4,795,000 yes- 
terday. This was encouraging to a 
considerable element in Wall street, 
which believes that the stock market 
must be given a rest and the eredit 
situation permitted to return to some- 
where near normal before’ another 
extended bull movement can be ex- 
pected. 

Speculative sentiment, while far 
from cheerful, was rather less pessi- 
mistie than it was over the week- 
end, and there was a growing dispo- 
sition to believe that an increase in 
the federal reserve rediscount rate 
may be avoided. Bankers felt that 
the New York bank would be un- 
likely to raise its rate from 5 to 
» 1-2 per cent, as long as the rate of 
four ot the reserve banks remain at 
4 1-2. ; 

Mitchell Sounds Warning. 


Statements of the heads of large 
banks holding stockholders’ meetings 
were hardly of a sort, however, to 
encourage speculative enthusiasm. 
Charles E. Mitchell, president of the 
National City bank, pointed out that 
stumbling blocks in past periods of 
prosperity have been overconfidence 
and unwise use of ¢redit, and “if this 
present period of prosperity is halted, 
it will be by the same old canse, and 
we nre bound to guard against it.” 

Call money held at 7 per cent all 
day, and ,although a rate of 4 per 
cent or lower has been normal at this 
time in recent years, bankers now 
look for an average rate of 7 per 
cent for some time to come. When

CLEARING HOUSE 
TO PRORATE CITRUS

The market news service of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture in Atlanta said yesterday that 
the clearing house, now in operation 
in Florida, expects to prorate the car 
lot movement of citrus fruits on basis:

“Last week 
these respective totals were 1,310 and 
700 cars. Total movements of citrus 
fruits including California and other 
states amounted to 4,040 cars during 
the opening week of January, or near- 
Vv per cent more than the late 
December output, Oranges alone filled 
2,550 cars, ranking next only to pota- 
toes. For the correspondent period last 
Season orange shipmei/s were only 
1,520 cars.” 

The weekly review noted that Flor- 
ida started 75 cars of lettuce last 
week to the markets and that South 
Carolina started 42 cars of second crop 
cabbage, while new stocks was moving 
from Florida at the rate of six cars 
daily, Florida and South Carolina 
pointed type was bringing $2.15-$2.75 
per one and one-half bushel hampers.
